DECLARATION OF D. BENJAMIN BORSON 
ACCOMPANYING PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 51.47(a)

Sir: 

I, D. Benjamin Borson, declare and state as follows: 

1. I am an attorney representing Advanced Micro Devices, Inc., the owner of the 
subject matter claimed in the above-identified application. 

2. Prior to September 8, 1 999, I prepared a United States Patent Application 
listing Mr. Morales as an inventor. 

3. On or about September 8, 1 999, in response to an email requesting execution of 
formal documents previously sent to him regarding the drafted application, Mr. Morales sent a 
reply email stating in part that " . . .AMD has decided to have me do a large number of patents, 
and only pay for a trickle of them. For that reason I am not doing any more AMD patent work until 
AMD brings all the patents, for which I have signed, up to date, and pay me the corresponding 
application awards." A copy of this email is attached as Exhibit A. 
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4. On January 31 , 2000, 1 filed the Application as a United States Provisional Patent 
Application and it was assigned Serial No: 60/179,274. 

5. Prior to January 31 , 2001 , I prepared a Utility Patent Application based on the 
previously filed Provisional Patent Application, listing Mr. Morales as an inventor. 

6. On January 26, 2001, I sent a letter along with a copy of the Utility Patent 
Application and copies of a Declaration and Joint to Corporate Assignment for this application to 
Guarionex Morales by Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested. The letter was addressed to his 
home address of 859 Blair Avenue, Apt. 4, Sunnyvale, California 94087. A copy of the letter is 
attached as Exhibit B. 

7 The letter was received by Mr. Morales on January 30, 2001 , as evidenced by Mr.

Assignment to me.
